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PREFACE 


Massachusetts  has  ever  been  a  leader  in  intelligent  devotion  to 
matters  historical  and  genealogical,  as  shown  by  her  insistence 
from  earliest  days  on  keeping  of  full  local  records,  the  painstaking 
labors  of  Record  commissioners  of  recent  years,  the  formation  of 
so  many  county  and  town  historical  societies,  the  delivery  and 
publication  of  anniversary  sermons  and  addresses,  the  compre- 
hensive histories  prepared  under  the  auspices  of  so  many  of  even 
the  smaller  towns,  the  printing  of  genealogies  of  nearly  all  the 
old  families,  the  movement  of  the  last  few  years  toward  publication 
of  local  manuscript  records, — and  in  many  other  ways. 

The  result  of  these  various  activities  has  been  the  production 

of  an  enormous  and  bewildering  amount  of  material,  desirable  and 

in  fact  necessary  to  the  investigator,  but  no    _  .  ,

with  anything  approaching  completeness. 

There  is  no  wish  to  disparage  such  works  as  Lude wig's  "Literature 
of  American  local  history/'  1846;  Colburn's  "Bibliography  of  the 
local  history  of  Massachusetts/'  1871;  Perkins'  "Check  list  for 
American  local  history,"  1876;  Griffin's  "Index  of  articles  upon 
American  local  history  in  historical  collections,"  1889,  and  supple- 
ment, 1896;  "Poole's  Index,"  or  the  various  library  catalogues  which 
have  bibliographic  value.  But  the  early  date  of  most  of  these 
works  and  their  special  limitations  make  it  doubtful  if  all  com- 
bined give  a  clue  to  one-half  the  material  here  collected. 

Starting  with  the  purpose  to  list  in  the  "Guide,"  all  books,  pam- 
phlets, and  articles  in  periodicals,  society  publications  and  other 
collected  works,  it  later  seemed  best  to  broaden  the  plan  so  as  to 
include  three  other  classes  not  usually  noted  in  bibliographies; 
namely:  works  in  preparation,  historical  manuscripts,  and  the 
numerous  series  of  articles  which  have  appeared  in  local  papers 
(most  frequently  in  the  form  of  publication  of  the  official  records 
of  town  or  church,  sketches  of  old  buildings,  biographies  of  early 
residents,  etc.) 
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The  value  of  such  a  work  to  the  person  interested  in  local  history 
need  not  be  enlarged  upon. 

The  genealogist  will  find  it  equally  useful,  it  is  believed.  As  is  well 
known,  that  indispensable  handbook,  MunselPs '  'Index  to  American 
Genealogies/'*  in  indexing  town  histories,  notes  only  three  or  more 
generations  of  a  family,  living  in  one  locality,  and  whose  records  are 

printed  in  some  consecutive  form.  Howoften 
Of  Value  to  the  ^  happens  that  the  inquirer's  starting  point 

in  tracing  back  his  ancestry  is  a  tradition  or 
belief  that  a  certain  ancestor  settled  or  lived  in  a  given  town.  If  the 
"Index, "under  the  family  name,  refers  to  a  history  of  that  town,  the 
matter  is  easy,  provided  the  book  can  be  obtained;  but  in  case  no 
such  reference  is  found,  does  it  mean  that  there  is  no  genealogical 
history  of  that  place,  that  the  settler  and  his  children  moved  away 
before  the  birth  of  the  third  generation,  or  that  the  tradition  was 
erroneous?  Only  the  most  superficial  of  investigators  would  stop 
here,  and  even  the  fortunate  one,  who  has  been  directed  to  a  genea- 
logical sketch,  at  least  hopes  to  find  more  about  his  ancestors  than 
the  bare  vital  records.  So  there  arises  sooner  or  later  the  question  as 
to  what  has  been  written  on  that  particular  locality ;  and  thus  it  is 
that  the  "Guide,"  will  serve  as  a  companion  volume  to  the  "Index." 

With  the  undertaking  once  inaugurated,  a  most  important  de- 
cision had  to  be  made  as  to  what  would  be  understood  by  the  term 

"local  history."  Clearly  if  the  work  was  to

Furthermore,  we  deal  only  with  the  Massachusetts  of  today, 
though  each  one  of  the  neighboring  states  contains  territory  once 
claimed  and  administered  by  Massachusetts. 

The  writer  disclaims  any  purpose  of  defending  the  limitations 
set  above:  a  decision  was  necessary  and  it  was  made,  in  some 
cases  after  a  large  amount  of  notes  had  been  collected  on  material 
it  was  later  decided  to  exclude.  Nor  can  it  be  claimed  that  the 
above  limitations  have  always  been  followed  with  consistency, 
especially  where  the  works  have  been  only  reported  and  not 
seen. 

Criticism  on  these  points  will  be  most  welcome  and  given  due

corrections  and  suggestions,  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  be  largely 
used. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  local  list  is  prefaced  by  a  section  of 
general  works.  These  are  not  only  such  as  are  likely  to  be  of  special 
value  to  the  user  of  the  " Guide,"  but  in  many  cases  are  of  the  utmost 
importance  for  the  local  material  they  contain,  which  it  was  im- 
practicable to  analyze.  Such  are  especially  the  works  on  the  early 
history,  Indian  wars,  etc. 
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In  the  actual  preparation  of  the  "Guide,"  the  works  in  the 

Library  of  Congress  were  first  indexed  (including  analysis  of  sets 

of  periodicals,  etc.)   Then  the  well-known  collection  of  the  New 

England  Historic  Genealogical  Society  was  carefully  examined,  as  far 

as  it  relates  to  Massachusetts,  and  later

b  the  Author  various  bibliographies  were  searched 

for  material  not  already  found.  Finally 
the  assistance  of  the  local  librarian  was  sought,  and  to  each  one 
was  sent  a  manuscript  or  proof  list  of  works  on  that  locality,  with 
the  double  request  for  (1)  assistance  in  perfecting  it  and  (2)  the 
addresses  of  any  local  historians  likely  to  be  willing  to  co-operate. 
The  response  in  general  was  most  satisfactory  and  the  results  in- 
valuable. Not  infrequently  the  librarian  was  an  antiquarian  of 
repute,  and  in  many  other  instances  historians  have  freely  and 
gladly  given  their  assistance. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  a  few  towns,  it  has  been  impossible  to 
arouse  the  interest  of  the  librarian  or  any  other  competent  person. 
In  those  cases  it  is  believed  that  little  manuscript  or  other  material 
of  importance  has  been  overlooked,  because  in  nearly  every  in- 
stance the  proof  sheets  have  been  examined  by  some  competent 
authority  on  the  section  or  county. 

It  was  originally  the  purpose  to  include  works  to  the  end  of  1905, 
but  a  few  publications  of  1 906  have  been  added  as  they  were  brought 
to  notice. 

The  arrangement  by  counties  was  adopted  on  account  of  the 
desirability  of  having  contiguous  or  related  localities  brought  near 
together;  and  also  because  much  of  the  literature  is  so  written  that 
it  easily  and  economically  falls  into  this  arrangment.  The  alpha- 
betic index  at  the  end  will  make  consultation  easy  for  all. 

As  to  rules  of  entry  used  in  the  preparation,  the  convenience  of 
the  ordinary  user  has  been  borne  in  mind,  avoiding  both  the  ful- 
ness and  detail  of  the  so-called  scholarly  bibliography  and  the 
extreme  brevity  and  resulting  confusion  of  the  mere  check-list.

The  arrangement  of  the  Guide  is  as  follows:  (1st)  General  works  on  the  state, 
in  various  subdivisions  ;  (2d)  counties  alphabetically,  with  towns  alphabetically 
under  each  county ;  (3d)  a  local  index  giving  present  and  obsolete  names  of  localities 
in  the  state. 

First  after  the  name  of  the  county,  town  or  city  is  given  in  each  instance  a  brief 
outline  sketch,  showing  original  designation  of  the  territory,  date  of  incorporation, 
changes  in  limits,  etc.* 

In  using  the  "Guide"  no  one  should  be  satisfied  with  consulting  the  entries  under 
name  of  town  sought.  Read  carefully  the  preliminary  note  just  mentioned.  All 
material  relating  to  a  parent  town  before  division  will  be  found  under  its  name, 
even  when  relating  to  a  definite  part  later  set  off;  e.g.,  a  work  on  New  Bedford 
in  the  Revolution  would  appear  under  Dartmouth  and  not  New  Bedford.  Some- 
times, however,  it  is  found  desirable  to  enter  in  both  places.  Comprehensive 
histories  of  a  localitj',  however,  are  not  entered  under  the  name  of  a  parent 
town  simply  because  the  first  chapter  deals  with  the  period  before  division. 

After  exhausting  the  list  of  works  on  the  town  and  parent  towns,  the  general 
works  on  the  county  should  be  scanned,  and  finally  those  on  the  state  at  large. 
The  genealogist,  especially,  will  do  well  to  bear  in  mind  the  local  geography,  the 
frequent  change  in  town  lines,  and  the  not  uncommon  practice  of  residents  living 
near  the  line  in  one  town,  attending  church  and  being  buried  in  another.  Such 
users  will  find  the  outline  maps  very  convenient  and  suggestive. 

Towns  which  have  been  annexed  to  neighboring  cities  are  treated  as  if  still 
independent:  e.  g.,  Bradford,  Dorchester,  etc. 

Works  by  individual  authors  are  entered  under  the  author's  name  (under  the  first, 
if  more  than  one  author) ;  others  according  to  what  is  believed  to  be  the  practice  of  the 
best  public  libraries.  From  book  titles,  the  author's  name,  Mass.,  name  of  county 
and  day  of  week  are  regularly  omitted;  other  omissions  are  marked  by  the  .  .  .  ; 
numerals  are  given  in  arabic  figures.  The  main  pagination  only  is  given,  pref- 
atory and  appendix  material  being  usually  disregarded.  Size  is  not  noted, save  by  the 
use  of  "folio"  for  large  works.  A  single  dash  (  )  means  the  repetition  of  last- 
named  author  (or  last  title  if  work  is  anonymous) ;  two  dashes  (  )  signify 

repetition  of  both  author  and  title. 

In  citations  from  periodicals,  the  date,  and  volume  and  page  are  regularly  given. 
Under  the  plan  followed,  county  histories  and  other  general  works  covering  several 
towns  are  entered  first  under  the  county  name,  and  not  analyzed  under  the  com- 
ponent jtowns  unless  the  town  histories  are  by  different  persons.  Periodicals  and 
societyxj5ublj£ations  pertaining  to  a  single  town  are  not  regularly  analyzed  for  works 
on  that  towft^  unless  of  special  value  or  interest. 

No  special  Effort  has  been  made  to  list  all  editions  of  a  work  where  differences 
are  unimportant.  Italics  are  used  for  all  manuscript  *'nd  newspaper  material, 
whether  or  not  clipped  and  mounted  in  scrap-books — \i  fact,  for  all  except  books, 
pamphlets  and  articles  in  magazine  or  collections.  W  here  necessary  for  clearness, 
the  period  covered  by  a  work  is  supplied  in  the  title,  but  such  dates  are  to  be 
"°*"  "  ^red  approximate  and  not  necessarily  r  .  This,  or  in  fact  any  important 
inclination  about  a  v>  „rk,not  .  out  in  the  regular  title,  is  most  often  supplied 

in  smaller  type  at  the  end  of  the  entry.  Another  use  of  this  smaller  type  has  been 
to  indicate  the  location  of  a  work.  Where  no  place  is  mentioned,  it  may  be  under- 
stood that  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  or  New  England  Historic 
Genealogical  Society,  or  both.  In  the  failure  of  either  of  these  collections  to  possess 
the  work,  we  have  merelv  noted  the  first  library  or  individual  reporting  it.

In  the  selection  of  the  following  from  the  great  mass  of  material  on 
Massachusetts,  preference  has  been  given  to  works  of  value  to  the 
genealogist  and  the  student  of  local  history.  Most  of  these  works  have 
not  been  analyzed,  yet  extremely  valuable  local  history  is  contained  in 
them;  especially  in  the  early  17th  century  chronicles.
